Hotel  Accommodations  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park. 

T  CTIVE  measures  are  now  being  taken  by  a  new  and  thoroughly  responsible  party 
II  of  capitalists  to  provide,  during  the  current  year  and  thereafter,  ample  and  cora- 
U  fortable  hotel  accomm  jdations  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park.  Hotel  coupons 
•M  in  the  book  tickets  will  be  accepted  for  meals  or  lodgings,  one  or  both,  by  any  of 
*■  the  hotels  in  the  Park  with  which  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  may  make 
arrangements,  without  reference  to  the  items  or  location  specified  on  the  face  of  the 
ticket,  it  being  nn  crstood  that  the  value  of  the  meal  and  lodging  coupons  is  $1.00 
each.  Purchasers  of  book  tickets  are  at  liberty  to  use  any  or  all  of  the  hotel 
coupons  at  such  p  hit,  or  points,  as  the  ■  may  select,  provided  the  tickets  are  pre- 
sented at  hotels  with  which  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  may  operate;  it  being,  of 
course,  understood  that  the  holders  of  such  tickets  will,  after  the  hotel  coupons  are 
exhausted,  pay  the  regular  hotel  rate,  which,  to  such  holders,  will  not  exceed  $4.00 
per  diem.  Parties  holding  the  book  or  rail-stage  ticket  are  not  obliged  to  make  a 
continuous  trip  through  the  Park,  but  can  make  such  stops  at  the  different  points 
of  interest  as  they  see  fit,  within  the  forty  days1  limit,  west  of  St.  Paul. 
TRANSPORTATION    IN   THE   PARK. 

Daring  the  year  1885  portions  of  the  stage  line  road,  from  Cinnabar  to  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  have  been  relocated  and  greatly  improved.  This,  in  connection  with 
th  new  equipment  already  provided  for  by  the  Wakefield  &  Haynes  Stage  Com- 
pany, will  make  this  portion  of  the  journey  one  of  ease  and  comfort. 

A  daily  line  of  stages  between  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  and  Upper  Geyser  Basin 
and  the  Grand  Canon  of  the  Yellowstone  will  be  operated  from  June  16th  to  October 
1st,  the  last  regular  stage  making  the  round  trip  leaving  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  on 
date  last  mentioned. 

Tourists  can  make  special  arrangements  with  Wakefield  &  Haynes  for  trans- 
portation through  the  Park  between  October  2d  and  October  15th. 
RATES-BOOK  TICKETS. 

The  $10,  $30  and  $40  round-trip  excursion  tickets,  including  all  expenses 
from  Livingston,  Montana,  respectively  to  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  and  return;  to 
Upper  Geyser  Basin  and  return ;  to  Upper  Geyser  Basin  and  Grand  Canon  of  the 
Yellowstone  and  return,  will  be  on  sale  at  Livingston  (Junction  of  the  Yellowstone 
Park  branch  with  the  main  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad)  June  15th  to 
September  30th,  inclusive. 

The  $10  ticket  includes  railroad  fare  Livingston  to  Cinnabar  and  return;  stage 
fare  Cinnabar  to  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  and  return,  and  supper,  lodging  and  break- 
fast at  ihe  latter  point.  The  $30  ticket,  railroad  and  stage  fare  Livingston  to 
Lower  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins  and  return,  and  three  days1  board.  _  The  $40 
ticket,  railroad  and  stage  fare  Livingston  to  Lower  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins,  Grand 
Canon  and  return,  and  five  days'  board. 

The  $120  book  ticket,  on  sale  at  San  Francisco.  Cal.,  by  the  Pacific  Coast 
Steamship  Company;  at  Portland,  Oregon,  by  the  Oregon  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company,  and  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad, 
June  13th  to  September  27th,  and  by  the  principal  rail  lines  leading  from  New  York, 
Boston,  Philadelphia,  Washington,  Baltimore  and  Chicago,  from  June  10th  to  Sep- 
tember 25th,  covers  the  expenses  of  the  round  ti  ip  from  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  or 
Duluth,  or  Portland.  Oregon,  to  and  through  the  Park,  and  embraces  railroad  fare, 
Pullman  Sleeping  Car  fares,  meals  on  the  Northern  Pacific  Dining  Cars,  hotel 
accommodations  for  five  days,  and  stage  transportation  through  the  Park.

LIMIT   AND   CONDITIONS   ON    TICKETS. 

The  $120  ticket  will  be  good  going  thirty  days  from  date  of  sale,  and  return- 
ing ten  days  (limit  within  which  entire  ticket  must  be  used,  forty  days),  but  will  not 
be  good  for  return  passage  unless  the  holder  is  identified  as  the  original  purchaser 
at  both  Upper  Geyser  Basin  and  Mammoth  Hot  Springs.  After  ticket  is  duly 
stamped  and  signed  at  the  latter  point,  it  must  be  presented  for  return  passage  on 
main  line  train  east  of  Livingston,  if  returning  to  an  eastern  terminal,  or  west  of 
Livingston,  if  sold  at  Portland,  Oregon,  within  one  day  from  such  date. 

The  limit  of  the  rail-stage  party  tickets  west  of  St.  Paul  will  also  be  forty  days, 
and  they  must  be  presented  on  train  at  Cinnabar  for  the  return  trip  on  or  before  Octo- 
ber 5th,  having  previously  been  stamped,  same  as  the  $120  tickets,  at  both  Upper 
Geyser  Basin  and  Mammoth  Hot  Springs.  The  same  rule  also  applies  as  to  pre- 
sentation of  rail-stage  ticket  east  of  Livingston  on  return  trip,  within  one  day  of 
date  stamped  at  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  as  m  case  of  $12)  book  ticket. 

Stop-overs  within  the  time  limit  of  the  $120  ticket,  also  the  rail-stage  ticket, 
will  be  granted  between  eastern  terminals  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  and 
Billings,  Montana,  and  between  Portland,  Oregon,  and  Helena,  Montana,  on  the 
$120  tickets  sold  at  Portland. 

The  $10,  $30  and  $40  tickets  sold  at  Livingston  will  be  good  if  used  be- 
tween June  15th  and  October  1st,  1886,  and  do  not  require  stamping  at  any  point 
in  the  Park.  (over.)
